The  Registrar  Gneral  supplies  a comparability  factor  0.29  by  which  the 
Crude  Death  Rate  must  be  adjusted  for  comparison  with  other  areas  of  the 
co-’antry.  As  this  factor  is  less  than  unity,  the  Standardised  or  corrected 
Death  Rate  is  less  than  the  Crude  Death  Rate,  This  indicates  that  Eye  has 
a greate  r ''weighting''  of  elderly  persons  than  the  average  for  the  rest  of 
the  country.
